The retirement of Mr. Sicotte, in conse- 
quence of his liaving dissented from the} 
formally-adopted policy of his colleagues, 
to sustain with all their ability Her Majes- | 
ty’s decision in fayor of Ottawa, will of 
course give rise to a warm discussion of the 
question in all its bearings, provincial us 
well as national, we propose therefore, to 
review the actual position of affairs, which 
involves some considerations which may be 
new to many of our readess, and must ma- 
terially affect the developement of public 
opinion. 

When after a struggle which had lasted 
for inany years, and which only seemed to 
establish one unquestionabie fact, namely, 
that upon no one place in Canada could a 
majority of the Legislature be got to agree 
—in dispair as it seemed of arriving at any 
conclusion whatever hore, the House of As- 
sembly at length resolved to ask Her Mn- 
jesty to take upon herself the onerous task 
of arbitrating between the conflicting claims 
of our chief cities; the Legislative Council 
concurred in that solution of the difficulty ;

THE SEAT OF GOVERNMENT AND MR, 
SICOTTE, 


That the subject of the Sent of Govern- 
ment will be a test question in the next 
session of Parliament, no one will now dis- 
pute, That the Grit Rouge party will be 
united upon it, we think is equally certain; 
Wut #hat tis party will bo sustained by their 
constituencies, we very much doubt. It is 
evident, thatin retiring Mr. Sicotte desired 
to have the Seat of Government in Lower 
Canada, and he feels that he would be jeop- 
ardizing his own position wore he to assume 
fny other course. In this Mr. Sicotte will 
be pulling with the prejudices of his con- 
stituency, who no doubt, like the more eas- 
tern constituencies, are controlled by local 
influences, It is exceedingly questionable 
low far the introdaction of a local fecling 
into a question of this kind, in which the 
position and prerogative of the Crown are 
involved, can be regarded in any other light 
than a small matter, utterly beneath the di 
nity of a statesman, wlio assumes tho con- 
trol of acountry. Let us for a moment 
Jook at the different positions of the mem- 
bers, individually,of the Cabinet,and we shall 
see that local interests have been sunk to 
Province, and 
the dignity of the Grown. First, isthe Mon, 
the Attorney General West: the city which 
he representa claims the right of having the 
Seat of Government; its failure in securing 
it, has unquestionably injured the position of 
Mr. Macdonald. Tt would have suited his 
local feolings better had the question re- 
mained an open question, for in our opinion 
Kingston stood the best chance of any Up- 
per Canada locality. Buta duty wasto bo 
performed to the country, and an end must 
bo pnt to the wasteful expenditare of a per- 
ambulating Parliament, and the Jaw must be 
maintained while it stands on the Statute 
Book. Tho pledged faith of tho Province as 
given to our Soveroign, had to be held good, 
and no local prejudice or feeling of predilec- 
tion, should be allowed to upset these gene-

He was much esteemed in every relation 
of life. He was a most kind and affection- 
ate husband and fathor,and with the pub- 
lisher of this paper ~ his only brother —had 
“tived and loved” for nearly forty years, 
with but brief separations, “He has now 
ceased from all his labors and is at rest.—

From the San Francisco Heralt, Dec. 5. 
The United States ship Vandtian, Com- 
tnander Sinclair, arrived in port on Friday. 
from a cruise through the South Pag 
Lieut. J. Mogan Brown gives us some in- 
teresting information about a deed of can- 
nibalism and its punishment. While the 
Vandalian was at Ovalau, in the Feajee Is- 
lands, information was communicated to 
Commander Sinclair, by the consul at Le- 
vuka, that the inhabitants of Lomati, on the 
Island of Ways—a tribe of ferocious can- 
nibals—had surprised a small vessel, and 
murdered, cooked, anid eaten the orew. 


xty men, was fitted out, placed in charge 
Lieutenant Caldwell, with Lientenant 
Ramsay, of the Marines, Assistant Surgeon 
‘frist, and Master’s Mate Bartlett, and sent 
atthem, Tho natives refusing to give up the 
murdoreps, and taking advantage of their 
strong position (a town situated on the top 
of a high mountain, 1,600 feet above the 
level of the sea) to defy the party sent 
against them, a lauding was effected at 
ght on the morning after reaching the 
Island ; and after a most ‘atiguing march 
of soveral hours, over declivities, precipices, 
rocks, and through ravines, the expediton 
arrived opposite the town. A long halt 
was made to refresh the men, who were al- 
most prostrated by their exertions. 

After resting, the town was assaulted 
and carried by a flank movement, the na- 
tives fleeing to the rocks and fastnesses ; 
the town was nearly destroyed, 115 houses 
having been fired and consumed, On the 
return of the expedition they were attacked 
in the most furious manner in one of the 
ravines by 800 warriors, who were repul- 
sed with ‘a heavy loss, after a severe action 
of about one half an hour, the natives los- 
ing nearly fifty in killed and wounded, in- 
cluding two of their principal chiefs. The 
Americans had six wounded, one man very 


soverely.

their fastnesses) not moving thom, except 
perhaps to more steady and daring con- 
duct. The Americans murdered and eaten 
were Louis Brower, Prussian, naturalized, 
and Henry Homer, of New York. 


UNITED SLATES AND CUBA. 

Tt would appear from the accounts receiv 
ed from Cuba that something like the Toxas 
game is to be played over again in that Is- 
Jand. An insurrection, we are told, is on 
the point of breaking out; and it is added, 
with praiseworthy candour, that “a large 
number “ of Americans are now in Cuba to 
nid the “movement,” This confession 
shows that a filibuster movement has been 
set on foot by Americans in the long covot- 
od island of Cuba. ‘That they are parties 
to the conspiracy, before itis ripened into 
actual rebellion, is admitted ; and if we got 
the whole truth, the chances are that thoy 
would Appear as the originators of the pro- 
jeot. Tt is truo that Lafayette and other 
Fronchmen aided the Americans in. their 
struggle for independence; and it is not 
the fashion now to condemn them for hay- 
ing dono so, But they went to the aid of 
pooplo in actual rebellion, ‘To plan a re- 
bellion, or even to assist in concocting it, as 
cortain citizens of the United States are ad: 
mitted to bo now doing in Cubs, is a very 
different thivg ; a procedure for which no 
justification whatevor can be framed

As 
it was, several persons of various grades in 
society received severe bruises, from which 
they are still suffering aid under medical

My report of 1848 wns enclosed to the 
Hon. R. B. Sullivan, then Provincial Sec- 
retary in Mr. Buldwins’s Administration, 
and shows how identical my views and re- 
commendations in regard to the Separate 
School cla of the law were in 1848, 
with those which I have expressed in 1853. 
f You next quote from my report of 1851, 
in which Idid not discuss the Separate 
School clauses of the law, but the question 
of religious instruction in schools, in answer 
to olijections of certain clergymmen of the 
Church of England who advocate the abo 
lition of the whole system of mixed schools, 
and the substitution of denvininational 
schools in their placa. In my report I 
showed that the endsof religious instruction 


mixed, asin a system of denominational 
schools, while the former tended infinitely 
more than the latter to diffuse general edu- 
cation. Passages in such an arguement 
you unfairly and absurdly quote to prove 
my condemnation of the separate schoo! 
provision of the law. 

Then you quote from my report for 1852 
the following ;:—

This quotation is as dishonest as those 1 
have above discribed.

The prisonor says that the woman cut 
her own throaty on boing told that they 
could not lodge at the house any longer, 
They had some words, he said, before she 
did it : but all the civoumstances, as well 
as the positive evidence of eye-witnesses 
and tha dying declaration of the woman 
herself, aro in direct contradiction to his 
statement. It appeared from the evidence 
of the witnesses at the inquest, that the 
parties were both sober at the time the 
murder was perpetrated. After the jury

den also states that when Mitchell was dis- 
covered, he commenced to inform her that 
his wifo had committed suicide; but that 
the woman, who was unable to speak from 
loss of blood, held up one of her hands, 
Which was badly cut, as ifto condradict 
bis statement. On a search being made 
for the weapon with which the deed had 
been perpetrated, a razor, with marks of 
blood on it, was found in the bed closo by 
where the woman was lying, and the bed 
clothes were thickly coated with blood, as 
were also the clothes of tho man and wo- 
man.

Arrival of the Africa. 


New York, Jan. 9th,

Roots should not bo overlooked. To 
keep cattle in good condition, they are 
very nutritious and serve as a change from 
the dry food in general use. Carrots, tur- 
nips and beets can be so easily aud profits 
ably grown that no good Leresman should 
dispense with them, They ara easily kept 
and cut, and should be used once a day at 
least, mixed with cut straw or stalks, or 
by themselves. It would pe justins reuson- 
able to keep the farmer's family on one 
kind of food, through the winter, as to 
keop a herd of cattleon hay alone. Vani- 
ety is essential to a good appetite, and it 
is unquestionably true that roots will have 
the eflact of making cattle more healthy, 
just as fresh food and vegetables, are bot- 
ter for thoso who go down to the sea in 
grout’ ships.
